RIYADH, March 30 — > “There will be no 
drastic changes in Saudi Arabia's develop- 
ment process, just a slowing down," Dr. 
Ghazi Algosaflrf. minister of industry and 
electricity, told Arab News in an interview 
here in which he described bow the King- 
dom's planning will deal with diminished oil 
revenues. 

“We don't anticipate any serious prob- 
lems," be said.“Whatwearegoingtodoisto 
stretch the time of projects. A project that 
would have been done in two years will now 
take four years. We will slow the paying pro- 
cess, there is no need to pay a contractor 20 
percent upon the signature of a contract." 

“We will make the process of contracting 
more competitive," he explained.“1nsteadof 
two or three or four companies bidding on a 
project, we will make it a completely open 
competition so there will be as many as 30 or 
40 bidding on a project if they are qualified." 

The official indicated that the “fat" found 
in all budgets will be trimmed from the gov- 
emmenf s budget, and some projects like the 
construction of administrative buildings will 
be postponed. Temporary measures will be 
taken to deal with needs, as they arise. 

“There are towns that require electricity, 
but they could do with a temporary generator 
for a year or two before the permanent 
generator is installed. Algosaibi said. “A city 
that needs a bosprital could do with a 30-bed 
clinic."

In recent weeks. British and Nigerian offi- 
cials have been in close contact on the oil 
price issue. 

But it was unclear whether Nigeria would 
accept the proposed iiew $29.75-30 levels 
without cutting its own prices and sparking a 
price war. Nigeria now charges 530. 

The British pound reaa^d well to Wed- 
nesday's news, gaining about half a cent to 
$1.4605 from an earlier S1.4553. The pound 
hit an all-time low $1.4510 on Monday.

Although new development proposals will 
be scrutinized very carefully, projects already 
signed will proceed as planned. The causeway 
to Bahrain, for instance, will be finished on 
schedule within three years. 

“ It is a good thing to pause and go at a 
slower rate." Algosaibi remarked. “The 
young people in Saudi Arabia now realize 
they have to work for a living, Saudi Arabia is 
becoming like the rest of the world. Anyone 
with drive and ambition can make it and rise 
to the top, but nobody is going to spoonfeed 
everyone forever.” 

The oil slump has not lowered morale in 
government circles, according to Algosaibi. 
“No one was very happy about the high pro- 
duction levels in the past," he said. “It was 
our obligation to the world community and 
economy to do our share fay raising produc- 
tion, but in reality, we wanted to m^e our oil 
last as long as we could make it stretch and 
our policies have always been based upon 
this.”

Qatar faces 
slick threat 

DOHA, March 30 (R) — A giant oil slick, 
estimated to cover an area about the size of 
Belgium, is likely to hit the Gulf state of 
Qatar within the next 24 hours, agovenunent 
environment official said Wednesday. 

Dr. HassanKushkush told Qatar radio that 
oil spewing from two damaged Iranian wells 
at a rate of 7,000 barrels a day was about six 
miles north of Q avu and coveted an area two 
or three times the size of the 4,000-square- 
mile (10.000 sq kin) peninsula. 

Qatar radio urged the country*$ 250,000 
residents not to panic. The local Red Cres- 
cent Society cail^ for volunteers to help in 
planned clean-up operations. 

Helicopter and satellite surveillance 
showed that the slick, worst spiD ever in the 
oL’-producing region and likely to devastate 
rich fishing areas, was 16 miles north of 
Bahrain and spreading. 

It has been edging south at an average six 
miles a day for several weeks. 

The damaged Iranian welte are in the Now- 
niz field northwest of Iran's main oil terminal 
at Kbarg Island. One well was hit accidentally 
by a ship while the other was alleged to have 
been d^aged by an Iraqi attack in the Gulf 
war. 

Local and foreign oil accident experts were 
standing by in the Gulf to help combat the 
slick, whi(^ threatens desalinatioa plants in 
Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar and 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE) and is 
causing untold marine damage. 

Oil booms were put around water plants 
and mdustrial complexes in Qatar.

WASHINGTON, March 30 (R) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan, in a major policy 
change, Wednesday o&red the Soviet Union 
an interim agreement to limit medium-range 
nuclear missfles in Europe pending an accord 
on eh'minatiog all of them. 

He said Us new offer, which gave no nnm- 
bers but called for cuts to equal levels, was an 
interim solution since Moscow had rejected 
his own “zero option" plan. 

He said in a statement to NATO ambas- 
sadors in the White House that Paul Nitze, 
U.S. negotiator at the European missile talks 
in Geneva, bad told the teviet delegation 
that the new proposal was “a serious initial 
stepf' toward the elimination of all medhim- 
range missiles. 

Tlte president oSeied his compromise 
proposal after months of pressure from West 
European leaders, concerned about the 
growing anti-onclear movement in their 
countries, who called for a change in U.S. 
policy at the Geneva talks. 

Reagan said: “When h comes to inter- 
mediate nuclear missiles in Europe, it would 
be better to have none than to have some. But 
if there must be some, it is better to have few 
than to have many. 

“If the Soviets win now agree to the total 
elimination of these weapons, I hope they will 
at least join us in an interim agreement that 
would substantially reduce th^ forces to 
equal levels on both sides.” 

He said that under his new interim plan the 


United States would “substantial!/' reduce 
its planned depic^ment of Pershing-2 and 
Cruise missiles in Western Europe if Moscow 
reduced the number of warheads on longer- 
range intermediate nuclear missilgg **to an 
eqii^ level on a global basis." 

A senior Reagan administration official 
said at a briefing to reporters that the phrase 
“global basi^’ emphasized Reagan's refiisal 
to agree to the switch of any of these missiles 
from European areas of the Soviet Unioo to 
Asia. 

The official said the United States intended 
to be^n the deployment of its missiles in 
Western Europe in December even if Mos- 
cow agreed to Reagan's new proposal — 
unless it accepted the “zero option" plan. 

That plan offered to cancel the deployment 
of all U.S. land-based medhim-range missiles 
in Europe if the Soviet Union dismantled all 
its 600-plus comparable weapons, including 
an estimated 350 thiee-headed SS-20^s.

NATO allies chime approval 


LONDON, March 30 (Agencies) — 
America’s NATO allies gave enthusiastic 
backing Wednesday to President Regan's 
compromise offer on raedhun-range missiles 
and caDed for a quick and constructive Soviet 
response. 

In Brussels, a statement from NATO 
headquarters said the new plan wasa rignific- 
ant step forward toward an equal, fair and 
verifiable arms control agreement. 

The NATO statement reaffinxied that U.S. 
missiles will go ahead as planned “in the 
absence of a concrete anns control agree- 
ment"

TEL AVIV, March 30 (AP) — Scattered 
violent demonstrations erupted Wednesday 
as the Palestiiuans in the West BankandGaza 
Strip commemorated the 1976 killings of six 
Arabs in a land dispute. 

The military command and police spokes- 
man described the Land Day observances as 
more orderly than in past years, but 
authorities arrested 41 Pal^faiians.

The official also said that specific proposals 
would not have to come first from the Soviet 
Union, a change in Reagan's previous posi- 
tion of waiting for Moscow to make the next 
move in the negotiations. Reagan made his 
new offer at a time of unusualty tense rela- 
tions between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

Syria in peril, 
lQ*emlin says 

MOSCOW. March 30 (AF) — Fhe Soviet 
Union on Wednesday accused Israel of plan- 
ning a “piratic strike” against Syria and 
warned that “it is high time Tel Aviv stopped 
playing with fire." 

Moscow’s warning to the Israeli govern- 
ment came in an unusual government state- 
ment published by the official news agency 
Tass. 

“New di^uieting reports are coining in 
from the Middle East where the situation has 
been already dangerously strained," the 
statement said, according to Tass. 

“Military preparations are being con- 
ducted in Israel undisguisedly with a view to 
delivering a piratic strike at Syria," it added. 

“As in the past,” the statement said, 
Israelis were “sharpening their knives" 
against Syria by using the argument that they 
needed to defend IsraeFs security. 

The same argument had been used to jus- 
tify the “barbarous aggression" of the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon last summer, the state- 
ment said. 

It added that Israel was not alone in want- 
ing to attack Syria, accusing the United States 
of backing Tel Aviv. 

"When the Israeli military sweep Arab 
lands with fire and sword, everybody knows 
that that sword was put in its hands by 
Washington,” the statement said

RIYADH, March 30 (Agencies) — Saudi 
Arabia does not plan to import any more U.S. 
food grain this year because of an increase in 
hs domestic pr<^uccion, a senior government 
oSdal said Wednesday. Commerce and act- 
ing Agriculture Minister Soliman Solaim told 
reporters after meeting here with viating 
U^. Agriculture Secretary John Block that 
he had stressed Saudi Arabia did not intend 
to import more U.S. wheat, barley or sor- 
ghum, a grain used in animal feed. 

Block was also received Wednesday by 
Crown Prince Abdullah, the first deputy 
premier and commander of the Nadonal 
Guard. The audience was attended by Dr. 
Sni aim and Ambassador Richard Murphy. 

Block is touring North Africa and the Mid- 
dle East to promote exports of surplus U.S. 
products. The United States complains it has 
lost sales in its traditional markets due to an 
unfair form subsidies policy by the European 
Community of about S7 biflion a year. 

U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
officials wfo> attended the meeting said the 
nunister was referring to extra purchases 
beyond already planned levels. USDA has 
euimated Saudi Arabia will import 400.000 
tons of U.S. wheat and flour in 1982-83. 
Eariier Block said the American share of the 
S7 billion Saudi market was now only about 
$450 million a year. 

Block told reciters he would draft a lener 
te the Saudi Arabian government assuring it 
of the security of American supplies of wheat 
and other srains at competitive prices. He 


said he hoped it would persuade them to 
import more U.S. agticuitural goods. 


Dr. Solaim said the letter would have a 
bearing on his government’s decisions on a 
drive for self-sufficiency in wheat and other 
^ains. He also said Saudi Arabia will con- 
sider a U.S. requen to relax controls on 
American processed food imports, but he 
added the U.S. would do well to remove legis- 
lative restrictions which make it difi&ult for 
U.S. exporters to do business with Saudi 
Arabia. ' 

“We would like the U.S. to become more 
competitive in the Saudi market,'* he said. 

On Tuesday. Block inspected a number of 
agricultural and anim al husbandly projects in 
the Khaij region, southeast of Riyadh. He 
was accompanied on the trip by Ainbassador 
Murphy. 

In the meutune, a U.S. trade defegatfon, 
currently visiting the Kingdom, Tuesday met 
with the chairman of the Saudi Arabian 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry in the 
Eastern Province Saad Al-Muajel. The meet- 
ing dealt with fostering trade cooperation 
between tbe Kingdom and the U.S. 


The delegation is scheduled to meet with 
Saudi Arabian businessmen in the region to 
discuss promoting trade exchanges. The 
17-man team indudes representatives of 
American firms and corporations specialized 
in the field of energy, petroleum engineering, 
petrochemicals, protective clothes, gas and 
petroleum equipment. 


Action against overstayers urged 


RIYADH, March 30 (SPA) — The 
Interior Ministry has issued a statement urg- 
ing dtizens to take certain measures to help 
deal with tbe problem of overstayers and 
foreigners residing illegally in the country. 
Tbe statement said no flats should be rented 
to foreigners except after it was established 
they were legal residents in the Kingdom. 

Foreigners residing legally in the countiy 
for their part should not accommodate illegal 
residents or rent dwellings on their behalL 
The ministry warned that it would inflict 
punishment provided for under the law on 
those covering up iUegal residents and with- 
draw Ucenses from real estate offices found 
guilty. 


It would also deport foreigners found 
guilty and ban their re-entry into the King- 
dom. 

In the meantime, Ministry of Interior has 
fixed the end of next February as the last date 
for citizens to obtain licenses for any arms 
and ammunition in their possession. 

In a statement issued in this respect, tbe 
ministry called on dtizens to strictly observe 
tbe rules provided in the arms and ammuof- 
tion regulations and report to tbe nearest 
police station to HU an application form to 
obtain the necessary licenses or receive com- 
pensation for arms in case they do not want 
licenses.

LONDON, March 30 — Banker^ drafts 
drawn on Gulf banks are often the easiest to 
forge, the Arab banking world 

cstiaaeky vulierable to fraud and forgery 
committed . by international criminals 
according to the latest edition of Guff Bank - 
fag md Fimmos. Even when fraud and 
forgery cmnmitted by intematkmal criminals 
are discovered, proseution is drawn out and

The criminals were in jail for 18 months 
before being brought to trial and tbeuthose 
convicted received sentences which were 
severe but not exceptional — surprising, 
because the prosecutor daimed that if the 
Circle had been allowed to continue, it would 
have wreck^ the banking system of the 
Western world. 

During the trial evidence emerged that the 
Circle had found h much easier to forge ban- 
kers’ drafts drawn on Gulf banks. A typical 
example was that of a Guff bank with a Brit- 
ish manager who ordered the bank docu- 
ments to be printed by a former school friend 
in Britain. The documents lacked sophisti- 
cated paper, watermarks, thread and printing 


which is designed to protect banks using 

theoL 

Although the Yard is to be cmi^tulated 
on its investigation, which cost British tax- 
payers a fortune, the director of public pro- 
secutions. Sir Alastair Hetheririgton said he 
wiU not prosecute such cases in the future 
unless the principal losers are British. 

The issue revolves around the questkxi of 
whether it is worthwhile for the BritisAi tax- 
payer to pay money to investigate and prose- 
cute other people's losses. Behind that ques- 
tion is also the issue whether the City of Lxm- 
don is not itself more vulnerable to fraud than 
many suj^se. 

The Cirde operated as far north as Stodk- 
holm, as far south as South Africa, as for west 
as California and as for east as Bomb^.

U.N. investigation 
into poisonings 

UNITED NATIONS, March 30 (AP) — 
Tbe Palestine Liberation Organization called 
on tbe United Nations to form an interna- 
tional medical committee to investigate 
Israeli use of a poisonous substance in the 
occupied West Bank. 

Hassan Abdul Rahman, a representative 
of tbe PLO’s U.N. observer mission, told a 
news conference Tuesday there was dreums- 
tantia] evidence that Israeli authorities were 
using poison or nerve gas in the Jenin area to 
“create a panic situation where Palestinians 
would leave tbe West Bank." 

He quoted the bead of the Medical Associ- 
atioa of tbe West Bank, Dr. Salti, as reporting 
that tbe poisonous substance, a yellow pow- 
der, may have a slerflizingeffect. The victims, 
mostly school girb, reportedly suffered 
nausea, bluned vision and fainting attacks. 

“The PLO calls on the United Nations to 
form an international medical rommittee for 
the purpose ofexamiiiiiigthe substance tbat 
has been discovered’' and to report back to 
the world body. An appe^, he said, is going 
to Secretary-General Javier Perez de CikI- 
lar. 

The ambassadors of Iraq and Jordan were 
delegated by tbe 21-fnember Arab group at 
the United Nations to discuss the creation of 
a medical committee with British Ambas- 
sador Sir John Thomson, current president of 
the 15-nation Security CouncU. 

Rahman said the Arabs would not seek a 
council meeting if the medical committee 
eould be formed without one. 

According to PLO figures, 1,100 West 
Bank residents bad fallen victim to poisoning 
since Mardi 23 — 600 of them on Monday 
night. 

Meanwhile. Israel Army sealed off Jenin 
Wednesday as Patestiniao tempers flared 
over the poisoning and security forces braced 
for possible Arab riots. 

Swiss satire irks Jews 

BERN, March 30 (AP) — Tbe Swiss 
Broadcasting Corporation violated its gov- 
ernment license by carrying a radio satire in 
which IsraeFs intervention in tbe Lebanon 
was likened to Nazi polides, a government- 
appointed commission said Wednesday.

BEIRUT, March 30 (AEP) — British 
Mini<*f>T of State Douglas Hurd Wednesday 
rilled out any strengthening of the small Brit- 
ish contingent in the m^tmational peace 
force here. 

Speaking to the press on the last leg of a 
fact-finding tour of the Middle East. Huid 
said that “a practical decision will be taken in 
London as to whether we oontinue the pres- 
ence, but there will be no reinforoemenL" 
Britain sent some 100 men last month to 
join tbe larger U.S., French and Italian coo- 
tingents which are patrolling the Lebanese 
capital. 

The minister said that “part of the purpose 
of die Queens Dragoons (the troops sent in) 
is to deter violence. So far they have suc- 
ceeded." 

On tbe U.S.-backed Lebanese-Israeli ses- 
sions on the future of their relations, Hurd 
said: “obviously the negotiations are in a dif- 
ficult stage, but one must persevere because 
there is no other alternative." 

He added: “There's no doubt that the King 
(Hussein) of Jordan sees an oppominit>’ and 
seeks to take advantage of h. 

“But he understandably and rightly wishes 
to have adequate support,' partly from (Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser) Arafat and other Arabs, 
before he gives his yes to Washington." 

Hurd went on; "He also needs to know that 
if he comes forward the Israelis will agree to 
withdraw their troops from Lebanon and stop 
their provocative policy of intensifying their 
settlements in occupied areas of West Bank." 

He said that tbe recent Arab League mis- 
sion to London, chaired by King Hussein, 
“went very well". 

He added that “Walid KhalidL the Palesti- 
nian representative, made an ootstanding 
contribution during the talks." 

Hurd said that the visit had enabled British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher to prop- 
ose an updated declaration on the Middle 
East to European Economic Co mmuni ty 
(EEC) leaders at their summit in Brussels last 
week.

HOUSTON, Texas, March 30 — Taking 
her request for political asylum to the Ameri- 
can people, Chinese women's tennis champ- 
ion Hu Na said on a recent broadcast of ABC 
television's “Nightline’’ that she hopes rela- 
tions between the United States aod Com- 
munist China win not be strafeed because of 
her. 

But, as ABC termed it, Hu's case has 
“moved from tbe court of tennis to the court 
of diplomacy.'’ 

Hu’s interview was her first public appear- 
ance in tbe United States since she defected 
from the touring Chinese tennis team in San 
Francisco in Jufy 1982. Since that time, she 
has been living in sedusion with sympathetic 
Chinese families in the San Francisco area. 
She said she spends her time learning Engl- 
ish, playing tennis, watching relevisfon and 


playing video games. 

Ho de69cted because she feared she would 
be caught up in Communist Chinese politics 
and would become “an advertisement for the 
party." she said. Before coming to tbe United 
States in July, she said she received several 
letters from party orffidals asking her to join 
and contribute her status as a top athlete to 
tbe goals of the party. 

She said she wanted to be neutral and 
remain aloof from the many factions of the 
Ctnoese Communist Par^. She said she 
feared that if she hnnama involved with one 
faction and h should someday lose power, 
Chen she would suffer, both as an athlete and 
an individuaL 

Hu said she misses her family, still in 
China, “but for concern for my personal 
safety, 1 must do what I am doing." 

The Chinese Foreign Ministiy and the 
Chinese Tennis Association have released 


statements guaranteeing Hu's safety should 
she return to China. U.S. Secretary of 
State George P.Shnhz has received demands 
from Peking to return Hu. 

Observers in Washington feel that Hu is 
now such a world figure that it would be 
impossible for the Chinese to take action 
against her should she return, but Hu expre- 
sses misgivings about the Oiinese overtures. 
She said she might have to go to a labor camp, 
or be fdaoed under bouse arrest or even 
worse, not be allowed to play tennis any 
longer if sbe returns. 

Former U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
for East Asian Afisirs Ricbard Holbrooke 
said Hu should be returned “under no cir- 
cumstances.” He also said sbe should be 
allowed to stay in tbe United States and play 
tannU, but the blame for the current 

tension in Sino-Americao relations on tbe 
administration. 


Holbrooke said that there are other means 
for Hu to take to remain in tbe United States 
other than politicaJ a^Ium. He said tbe 1980 
Immigration Act proitides tftrhnieai, compli- 
cated methods for persons such as Hu, who 
mk refuge in the United States, and that the 
issue of political asylum is a fatejme. 

Dr. Ray S. dine, former deputy director of 
the Central Intefligence Ageoi^, echoed 
Holbrooke’s seotiments, saying it is “scan- 
dalous the United States can’t dedde (about 
asylum).” When questioned about tbe possi- 
bility of a flood of refugees gggiring atylum, 
should Hu be allowed to remain in tbe Um'ted 
States, Cline said Washington should a 
firm position in piinciple abont Hu and admit 
those people with bona fide rfaim* for san^ 
tuaiy. 

Holbrooke said the current tempest about 
Hu is but one indicatioo that Sino-American 
relations are “in a mess."

On Thursday, CND demonstrators will 
attempt to surround Greenham Common, 
the base 100 kilometers west of London 
where 96 Cruise missSes are to be stationed, 
as well as the arms factory at Burgbfield 
which is to produce the Trident nudear mis- 
dles due to take over from the outdated 
Polaris in Britain's nudear submarine force. 

For Friday the CND has announced that 


40,000 persons wiD form a 22-kiloiiieter 
human diatn from Greenham Common to 
BurghSeld via Aldermaston, where the nuc- 
lear beads for the Tridents will be produced. 

On Saturday tbe movement moves up to 
g c priand for a huge “die-in** in central Glas- . 
gow. For four minutes demonstrators will act 
out a nudear catastrophe, following this up 
with a “festival for peaa** in a dty park. The 
rampaign closes Sunday ^en demonstrators 
will ring the Scottirii nudear base at Faslane. 

The CND is convinced that the example of 
one country can halt the nuclear arms race, 
and is fi ghting for unilateral disarmament 
with no conditions.

CND campaigners are masters of non- 
violent resistance and their leaders are 
fiercely determined.

Clark praised as a ‘selfless pioneer’ 


E^EDERAL WAY, Washingten, March 30 
(AP) — Artifidal heart recipient Barney 
Clark was eulogized before 1 300 mourners 
Tuesday as a seemingly ordinary man who 
became “a selfless pioneer.” 

“To a worid increaangly filled with hope- 
lessness and despair, he stood quietly and 
resolutely for an entirely different view of 
life,” Ned A. Maxwell of tiie Mormon church 
said of Dark. “His impact was immense — 
greater than he could possible know.” 

The 62-year-old Clmk died Wednesday, 
his 112th day of life as the first man with a 
permanent artificial heart. At his death, his 
doctors praised him as a “hero and winner*' 


determined to prove the device would work 
in people. 

“On the suxftice, Barney Clark may have 
seemed qmte ordniaiy, but be did extraordi- 
nary thii^” MaxweU said. 

His widow, Uoa Loy, entered on the arm of 
her son Stephen and s^ed and winked at a 
family friend. His daughter, Karen Shaffer, 
cried softly. Other femily members, including 
son Gary and five grandduldreii, walked 
behind. 

Also foDowing the ca^t were some of 
Clark's doctors the Univeisity of Utah 
Medical Center in Sah Lake City.

The day before Clark received the artificial 
heart, Kolff stressed the experimental nature 
of tbe device, and warned that Gaik’s life 
with tbe new heart might be brief. 


Top British agents ‘cleared’ after probe 


NEW YORK, March 30 (AP) — Two 
high-ranking British counterintelligeDce offi- 
dals were investigated as part of the Soviet 
spy scandals of the 1 950s and '60s, but were 
clrared of any ravolvemeot according to a 
new book. 

The book also said a later prime minister 
did not know about the investigation, and 
promoted one of the officials to director gen- 
eral of the intelligence agency, the M15. 

The book — ne Cireas: Mi5 Operatiotts 
1945 -72f By Nigel West — is being published 
in Britain and in tbe United States, although 
some paragraphs of the British version have 
been excis^ under court order in London. 

At a news conference Tuesday, West said a 
senior inteOigenoe official had admitted steal- 
ing a copy of the manuscript, photocopying it 


and returning it Tbe photocopies were used 
in tbe government’s successful effort to stifle 
publication in England, but a complete copy 
bad been taken out of tbe country by 
Stein, president of Stein and Day Pubiiriiers. 

Among the portions of tbe book that were 
deleted in En^nd was a paragrapfa that said 
Sir Michael Hanley, a top official of tbe Ml 5, 
was a target of an investigation code-named 
Harriet, the aim of wbi^ was to uncover 
other members of the spy ring that included 
Guy Burgess, Donald Maclean, Harold 
Phflby and Anthony Blunt, who died Satur- 
day. 

Hanley was cleared, according to West. In 
1972, he was promoted to director general of 
the MIS. Prime Minister Edward Heath was 


not told that Hanley had ever been investi- 
gated, West said. Hanley redied in 1979. 

West said another investigation, code- 
named Peters, centered on another senior 
official, Graham Mitchell. That invest^tion 
turned up no conclusive evidence. West said, 
and MhcheD retired in 1963, shortly after tbe 
investigation ended. 

Both Mitchell and Hanley are living in 
England. West said Mitchell verified his 
research; West corresponded with Hanley, 
but would not discuss the contents of that 
co r respondence. 

If Mitchell and Hanley were not Soviet 
“moles,” West said, “we’re in a very serious 
position today” because Soviet agents are 
still in place in tbe British intelligence 
establishment.

the basis of an opinion poll. Thldng the cue 
tea the nme, many magaanes followed 
.with their own opinion polls and computer 
came out a strong contender agunst most of 
die worid personalities. 

Opinion polls do certainly have their own 

importance, but as H. Matusow puts it, 
dieerful ob^ence to the oompmer leads to 
worse perfiormance by society. It it 
eaisierfordictators toaccomplish their ends. 
It brings a lessening of fiieedom. Being loyal 
to the ccKoputer means seOing ouL..The 
booqpiiter is there only to serve man — not 
to be served him. lliere is no denying the 

fact that iosiog of human identity for the 
sake of new technological advancement and 
fascination for new scientific inventions is 
definitely stretching the princqile of posi- 
tive thinlring a bh too far. 

. Ihis is not to belittle the significance, vit- 
ality and importance of computer tedmol- 
ogy and its levolntionaTy edects on 
preseat-day society. But dissipatii^ human 
nipahiKtieg in a maze of computer print- 
outs, d^tal ^w, electronic miniatiiriza- 
tum and complex computerization is 
absurd. No doubt, 20tb century would go 
dowir in die annals oi tustory as a victmious 
era of con^mter technology. Its si gnificant 
impad is already felt in our lives today. 
Cpn^niters can now accept any command 
dratfauman minds can think of. From banks, 
.con^ianies to homes, more and more peo- 
ple are becoming fascinated by computer 
tedmology and truly so. For wi^ the intro- 
duction of the personal computers like the 
.Apple Computer, we now need not be 
(h^ndeot on the experts for our tax 
returns, domestic budgeting and all other 
accounting woii:. Ifs learned that in 
France, home computers, have already 
started performing jobs from domestic 
shc^^iing to telephone directory tracing.

For exam- 
ple: a key punch operator may make a mis- 
take and you will receive a ^mestic tele- 
phone bin of S.R. 8,000/- for the month of 
January, when you were away on vacation. 
Unfortunately, the computer has no way of 
knowing that the key punch operator had a 
temporary lapse or that you were on vaca- 
tion. 

M. Meacham states "computers are fan- 
tastic — in a few minutes they can make a 
mistake so great that it would take many 
men many mouths to equal it”. In cam- 
panics more and more executives are going 
in for the computer, if for no other reason 
than that it advertises that the company is a 
modem sophisticated and advanced organ- 
ization. As a result the computer’s memory 
banks and hgbtaing quick dmiitry chal- 
lenge man's limited quantity of valid data. 
The quality of data gradually deteriorates, 
new formats are derised, unnecessary 
information and calculations are fed result- 
ing in the usual phenomena of Trash In 
Trash Out (TTIO) method. 

The capability of the computer outstrips 
our ability to use it wisely. Thus bureaucrats 
keep themselves busy devising, designing 


elaborate forms to feed the computer and 
collect vast amount of irrelevant matter. 
How rightly H. Thoreau exclaims, **Lo! 
Men have become the tools of their toctis'*. 

It's generally assumed that the computer 
was created in the image of man. It b sup- 
posed to be the prototype of the human 
brain. But should we forget that the human 
brain is not composed of articulately 
defined circuits, silicon wafers and rransis- 
toTs? Our brains are soggy computers con- 
taining dynamic chemical effects. Can a 
computer be stimulated by the sight of a 
beautiful scene or feel the pathos of a friend 
or such internal stimuli as a humanistic 
impulse or quiet contemplation. The 
technic in a computer b to develop a type of 
tunnel vision of statistical empirical- 
digital-thinking. Comprehensive value 
judgment requires an in-depth aoalysb and 
sustained mental effort whid) a computer 
cannot provide. 

Modem computers are replacing the use 
of many a ample thing which we used to 
perform and enjoy performing them. Qxn- 
puters have entered every phase of human 
activity. While we should be grateful for 
these mercies we ou^t to keep in min d that 


overdependence on computers would cre- 
’ ate a new generation of bureaucrats and 
office workers who would be even less com- 
petent than their predecessors. As J. Krutch 
puts it. “as machines get to be more and 
more like men. men will come to be more 
and more like machines”. 

Performance of simple tasks would also 
become tedious for us if we do not check the 
mbuse and application of the computer. 
Due to the vast sphere of technological 
advancement, we are losing a measure of 
control of the simplest tasks of life. We are 
being humbled by helples dependence on 
complex technology. "Maebines which orig- 
inally made life easy for us may eventually 
make life impossible.” Thus overdep e n- 
dence on computers may enslave us to the 
extent that we may become incompetent to 
do the simplest of tasks which we once did 
ourselves. 

It’s good to remember Rudyaid Kipling’s 
words when he makes machines address 
nreo thus: "Though our smoke may hide the 
heavens from your eyes, it will vaiusb and 
the stars wfll shine again; because, for all 
our power and weight and size, we are 
nothing more than children of your bram” . 


New drugs offer glimmer of hope to treat senility

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — Two drugs 
iqjpear to improve mental function in some 
patientg en ffie r ing from Alzheimer’S disease, 
a relentless^ progiesOTe and untreatable 
Uxm of senili^ that affects as many ^ as 
500 JXK) persons In America alone, according 
to a series of reports in a recent bsue of the 
New Eag^aad Joanad efMeSaae. 

'Die teamg of scfentists who tested the 
drugs ate nevertheless guarded in their 
assesanent of the medkations — Naloxone, a 
dmg regularly used to revive heroin addicts 
after an overdose, and physostigmine, a 
cfaemi oai agwn f employed for more than a 
ontury to treat the eye disease glauooina. 

However, while the numbers of patients 
tested were amoll, the modest imiHoyements 
held up even when neither the phyacian nor 
patient knew whether the patient had been 
given the real dn^ or a placebo, a hannlc^ 
substitute unlikely to have an effect on hs 
own. 


Alzheimer’s nigeasg are located in regfoas of 
tile brain rich in nerve cells that produce 
those opiate-like chemicals. 

In IMO, one of tiie New York Universty 
scientists. Dr. Barry Reisberg, proposed test- 
ing Naloxone in Ateheimet’s patients. And a 
3 rear later, Eugene Roberte, Chairman of the 
neurosciences department at the City of 
Hope in Duane, California came up with a 
theory that explained Alzheimer’s as 
a fafluie of one group of nerve cells to regu- 
late another. He speoilated that each dy^ 
ceD was i«Ve "a race horse running out of 
control for five mile^ — to keep a ceD alive 
required '* pulling in the reins” to restore con- 
troL And based on hb assessment of tbe 
rrttwpigT circuitry of the brain, Roberts gues- 
sed that blocking the natural opiates in the 
brain with Naloxone would be a way of 
restoring control over the dying cells and 


perhaps reviving them. 

Roberts admined in a recent interview that 
the theory may ultimately prove to be "scieo- 
tifically all wet,” but it pro>ided encourage- 
ment to Reisberg and his associates at New 
York Universi^ to begin their trial of the 
drug. 

The patients chosen all had moderate to 
severe Alzheimer's disease. As a group, the 
seven patients showed some improvement on 
simple tests of mental ftmctitxi ater a weekly 
dose of Naloxone. 

"These are preliminary, encouraging 
results and they remain only prelnninaxy and 
only encoura^ng... ontfl they can be repe- 
ated" Reisberg said in a recent interview. 

The team of investigators was especially 
surprised to find that the subjective effects of 
the drug seemed to last for several days after 
the injection.

The effects of oral doses of tbe second 
drug, physostigmine are less surprising. Dr.

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THE OIL SLICK 

The latest offehoot of the tragic war between Iraq and 
Iran is an oil slick said to be the size of Belgium which 
threatens to pollute the whole Gulf region if left 
unchecked and if the damaged wells are not capped. 

Not content with the destruction of the economies of 
the two nations, the war has raised its terrible price to 
include oil wells spewing pollution and other possible 
hazards. Isn't it time to stop fighting and reconsider the 
enormity of the tragedy that has descended on the reg- 
ion? 

Iraq has repeatedly declared its readiness to talk 
about ending the war and has sent several feelers signal- 
ing its sincere desire to terminate the conflict which has 
claimed thousands of lives and severely damaged the 
once flourishing economies of the two countries. 

Unfortunately, the Iranian regime does not seem to be 
able to extricate itself from the vicious circle in which it 
landed because the internal situation is so bad that the 
war is urgently and continuously needed to provide the 
necessary external distraction. Without it, the regime 
may face difficulties and may have done so already had 
the war not flared up nearly three years ago. 

This is one alarming example of a regime adhering to a 
large scale war in order to bold its internal front 
together, no matter what the price. 

Maybe the slick, which could conceivably lead to a 
partial truce, will convince the Iranian government — 
assumin g that there is one in the accepted sense of the 
word — to rethink the whole issue of the war. 

SOMALIAN BAN ON QAT 

It may not have attracted much international atten- 
tion but the decision of the Somali government to ban 
the consumption of qat is of great significance because it 
seeks to liberate the Somalis from addiction to a very 
dangerous habit. 

Qat is a narcotic of sorts which grows extensively in 
Ethiopia, North Yemen and, to some extent. South 
Yemen. It is chewed over long hours because it produces 
a kind of euphoria — caused by amphetamines — that 
leads to a false feeling of well-being. It is also costly to 
acquire. 

^uth Yemen has already banned consumption 
except on weekends. Anyone chewing or holding it on 
Other days faces imprisonment and fine or both. 

North Yemen has no legislation against it because it is 
so widely grown, traded in, and used, that it will require a 
long program of action to get rid of it. There are simply 
too many beneficiaries in this business to permit fast and 
effective action. But President Ah Saleh is said to be 
contemplating makmgthings difficult for the consumers 
and addicts in the near future. 

President Siad Barre of Somalia has done wonderfully 
by banning this exceedingly bad habit. He has also dealt 
a blow to his arch-enemy Ethiopia which used to export 
qat to bis country via neighboring Djibouti where qat is 


also permitted.

Barre firmly in saddle despite serious unrest

MOGADISHU — 

Somali President Muhammad Siad Bane, con- 
summate survivor among African heads of state, 
still appears firmly in power after weathering crises 
including a lost war with archenemy Ethiopia and 
switches of l^st-West loyalty. 

Such is the analysis of most Western embassies in 
Mogadishu, where the 64-year-old former army 
general has held ^wer since a bloodless coup in 
1969. President Siad Bane managed to remain at 
the helm of his volatile and impoverished country 
despite losing the 1977-78 war against Ethiopia and 
facing serious unrest at various times from Muslim 
extremists, restive tnlTesmen and elements within 
bis own army. 

rile best proof of his political skill, diplomats say, 
was how he emerged unscathed after swinging bis 
country firom an alliance with the West to one with 
the Soviet bloc and then swinging back to tbe West- 
ern fold. 

Although both domestic and foreign-based 
opposition exists, the diplomats believe the only 


real threat could come from undetected groups of 
disgruntled military. None was visible at present, 
they added. 

Speaking to Reuters in Mogadishu last week, tbe 
tan and relaxed Somali leader brushed aside the 
notion of a strong opposition, describing internal 
dissidents as **a few shouting individuals” and those 
outside tbe country as “stooges of Ethiopia.” It is 
difficult to gauge what strength, if any, his oppo- 
nents can muster. When asked whether they pre- 
sented any threat. President Siad Barre said “you 
have waited around Mogadishu. Have you seen 
anything amiss? Do you see soldiers at each comer 
Ute in other capitaN^' 

Tbe answer is no and sleepy Mogadishu can 
hardly be described as tense, although a small bomb 
exploded outride the Italian Embassy last month 
without causing serious damage or casualties. 

Responsibility was claimed by tbe Ethiopian- 
backed Somali Salvation Democratic Front which is 
dearly angered at Italian support to President Siad 
Barrels regime. Some Western diplomats said the 
saboteurs were caught and admitted having been 


trained by Libyan officers before being infiltrated 
across the border from Ethiopia. 

Mogadishu, sprawled along beautiful white 
beaches on the Indian Ocean, is one of tbe most 
relaxed capitals in East Africa. But it does not rep- 
resent the entire country. Discretion in politics is a 
safe rule because nearly a decade of hMvy Soviet 
presence spawned a formidable security apparatus. 
Some Somalis speak, only in jest, about “the walls 
having ears.” 

A grim reminder that politics here is played for 
keeps is a 20-meter high sand dune just off the road 
to the airport. Behind it is tbe rite where execntions 
of political opponents have taken place in tbe past. 
Popular feeling in tbe rugged north of the coun^, 
along the Gulf of Aden next to tbe Horn of Africa, 
is bard to assess. 

Hargeisa, capital of the former British Somali- 
land, has been tbe scene of several anti-govemment 
demonstrations over tbe past year, yet tbe president 
received an enthusiastic welcome when be visited 
the area several weeks ago. Northera Somaliland is 
also the home of the powerful Issaq tribe, said to 
resent the dominating position in tbe country of the 


Marehan and Ogaden tribes. 

The president is a Marehan by his fetber and 
Ogaden by bis mother and such tribtd connections 
are all-important in Somalia. Even tbouj^h tribes 
and their snb-clans squabble endlessly, Somalia is 
one of the rare African states with an overall ethnic 
homogeneity. 

The Somali language is spoken tfaiov^ioat the 
country and tbe whole population is Mastim. Many 
Somalis dream of the unification of all their Idns- 
men mduding those living across tbe border, 
although international pronouDcements on thfr axe 
now very much mnfed. 

Officially, Somalia no longer has cfainis to 
Kenya's northeast province, inhabited almost 
exdusivefy by ethnic temalis, or to Djiboiti, uiieie 
half tbe population are Issa tribesmen. On tbe isoe 
of tbe Og^n, cause of tbe war whh Etfampia, 
Somalia contends that the regfon was wrested from 
it at the time of colonial conquests in Africa. During 
the 1977-78 war, hundreds of thousands cn 
refugees fled to Somalia, whose official position is 
that h wants self-detenninatirai for tbe legioii and 
its people. (R) 


Reagan’s advisers divided over anti-missile system

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WASHINGTON - 

President Reagan's advisers are divided over his 
controverrial proposal to move away from nuclear 
deterrence in favor of an anti-missile system 
(ABM), according to senior administration offi- 
dals. 

But Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
apparently played a key role in bringing tbe idea to 
Rugan’s attention several weeks before the presi- 
dent publicly embraced it, they said. The o^als 
who briefed reporters on the ABM plan last week 
said some senior advisers bad argued unsuccessfully 
against including it in Reagan's televised speech on 
defense issues Wednesday. Some ofthese aides had 
pointed out shortoomiimgs of the proposal and 
argued that it might detract from an appeal for 
higher defense spending, which they viewed as the 
major purpose of tbe speech. 

Among the issues th^ raised was tbe likelihood 
of critics charging that an ABM system would viol- 
ate several treaties and would create the impression

And' sbrnie Pentagon arms experts have raised 
serious questions about the fearibility and cost of 
defending Americans against a Soviet missile 
attack. But Reagan decided to ^ ahead with the 
speech, coupling his call for an intensive scientific 
search for protection against nuclear missiles with a 
defense of his proposed S24S biDion military 
budget for next year. 

The president told reporters last week tbe idea 
had been “kicking around in my mind for some 
rime,” and he brought it up at a meeting with the 
joint chiefs of staff several weeks ago- But senior 
officials said the military chiefs had raised the sub- 
ject at a meeting with Reagan, and Weinberger, 
who was present, knew in advance that they plan- 
ned to do so. 

Asked if the mOitary chiefs bad taken their lead 
from tbe defense secretary, a Pentagon offidal 
replied: “Nothing comes out of here that doesn’t 
have his imprimatur on it.” 

He added: “It certainly wasn’t an issue that was 


raised by the chiefs that hadn't already-been discus- h: •• 
sed by him and that had his support.” 

The president tried in his speech to answer 
criticism in advance, denying that research on an 
ABM system without deploying one would violate 
treaty obligations and stron^y reaffirming tbe U.S. 
commitment to deter a nudear attack on tbe allies. 
The charge of violating treaties induding tbe 1972 
ABM pact was made later by the Soviet news 
t^ncy Tass among others. But most domestic cri- 
ticism focused on Reagan's caH for a mflitaiy 
build-up to match Moscow's * “margin of 
-superiority’' rather than on tbe ABM propel. 

In the official Democratic Party response to tbe 
sp^h, made public Friday Senator Dmiiel Inouye 
said: “The president attempted to instil fear in tte 
hearts of tte American people, to raise the specter 
of a Soviet armed nuclear attack, and to div^ our 
attention from tbe dismal faflure of his economic 
policies. “Indeed, be left tbe impression that tbe 
United States is at the mercy of tbe Soviet Union. 
Most respectfuDy, Mr president, you know that is 
not true.” 


Many scientists and ddfense ^tperts criocuied the 
proposed wti-missile systenL and severaT recalled 
that some of Reagan’s own Pentagon adirisets seri- 
ously questioned tbe idea in oongresskmal tes- 
timony recently. For example, Robert Cooper, 
director of advance defense reseaidi projects, 
a bearing: “We need basic ... breaktfaxoiq^ in tbe 
ability (o manage complex syitems before any such 
system might be feasible in tbe frituxe.”

Americans loyal to 
Taiwan, who include man~ of President Reagan's 
closest advisers, argue that, along with “face,” that 
wefl-known Chinese preoccupation, and an attempt 
to bamboozle Washington, “palace politick’ are 
behind Pekiag^s “outrage.” 

“Chmese words are t^eatenmgbutare given less 
and less wei^t,'’ I was told by a knowledgeable 


Western source in Taipei last month. When Peking 
downgraded relations with Holland for contracting 
to sell submarines to Taiwan two years ago, it was 
interpreted, in the words of the Chmese proverb, as 
''killing tte chicken to frighten the mo^ey.” Ite 
monkey was undaunted. “The issue is: can America 
have China and Taiwan? Europeans have dis- 
covered that ttey can.” 

Taiwan, for its part, has helped dish U.S. congres- 
sional critics by cleaning up its human rights act, and 
in June plans to open Green Island, home for its 
political prisoners, to tourists. The ties that bind 
Washington to I^pei remiun more numerous, 
stronger and more profitable than those woven with 
Pelting. American businessmen’s dreams of a bil- 
lion hsunbuiger-munching Chinese have been dis- 
appointed, and a new U.S. congressional study pre- 
dicts that Communist China’s inqiorts will be cm 
back further as over-ambitious growth plans foun- 
der. 

China’s leaders are no strangers to diplomatic 
numeuvering but there is more than imposture in 
their complaint over arms sales. Arms-dealing is the 
provocative tip of an iceberg of misunderstanding, 
disiDusion and distrust between the two. 

There is the bitter diq>ute over Peltii^s textile 
exports, the U.S. court ruling that Pelting should 
pay debts dating from the Qing dynasty, the with- 
holding of U.S. e^)oit licenses for high-tech 
equipment, W ashingto n’s support for Taiwan’s seat 
on the Atian Development Bank, and its refusal to 
return the defecting teenage tennis starlet Hu Na. 
The American oontributfon to China’s paramount 
goals — modernization and reunification — has 
been half-hearted in spirit as weD as in letter. The 


price U.S. strategists hc^ed to charge, that Peking 
should draw Soviet fire in Aria, is adjuc^ed too 
high. 

Pekingf s despairing of the Reagan administration 
need not pressage a return to cozy intimacy with 
Moscow. Indeed Pelting has expended more energy 
in re-establisbingitsci&htttials in tbe Third World. 
Neither does it meant hat it is merely “jdaying the 
Soviet card” to further frighten ‘’the monke/’ into 
concessions. But Pekmgfs foreign policy is no 
longer framed by ideology or long-term strategic 
alliances. The aim now is to steer a middle course 
informed ^ self-interest 

Beneficial Hnlcs with the United States, notaUy in 
the development of China's oil and coal reserves, 
can continue. Meanwhile, there is netthing to be lost 
in seeking to improve relations with Moscow. On 
tile contrary, Russia could furnish the tranquillity 
needed for modernization, as well as a level of 
technology and expertise more af^iropriafe to Pek- 
ing s level of development and nuutets for Chinese 
exports. 

The hurdles are formidable — Cambodia, 
Afghanistan, one million Soviet troops on China’s 
border and more than two decades of intense hostil- 
ity. But the rhetoric has mellowed, and already in 
trade, sport, cultural and educational exchanges, 
the normalization process has begun. Hungary and 
East Germany, whcee prosperity is admired by 
many Chinese planners, are in the van of even more 
m a rk edly improved relations with Eastern Europe. 

Tte qurmtity and quality of Soviet might targeted 
on China remains undiangfid. It comprises a third 
of Soviet submarines, a quarter of Soriet ground 
forces, a third of the Soviet navy, a quarter of her

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U.S. heightens West’ s sense of vulnerability

WASfflNGTON (LAT) — PresideDt 
in cafling for the greatest anns buil- 
^ap in American histoiy« has plunged 
country into an argent and potentially fatefiil 
debate over the r^tive militaiy strength of 
the two superpowers. 

‘*On baltmce,** Re^an declared last year, 
**tfae Soviets have a definite marg in of 
superiority.** And last week he denounced 
eritidsm (^his current defense budget as ** the 
same kind of talk that led the democracies to 
ne^ect' their defenses in the 1930s and 
invited the tri^iedy of World War IL** 

But is it true that the Soviet Union has 
omed military superiority over the United 
states? Does Moscow command a snperiof 
arsenal of strategic weapons, from 
cratinent-spaiining ICBMs to nnclear-armed 
snbmarines and bombers? What about 
iotennediate-range nuclear weapons, the 
equally deadly ihisriles that could devastate 
popubtiDOS borde ri ng the Iron Cmtairf? 

Has the Kremlin grown stronger than die 
United States and its allies in tanicg, troops, 
artiDeiy and other conventional forces as 
wen? And if it has, what then? What diffier- 
enoe does “superiority” make in the Atomic 
Age? Given the nndiqnited vastness of 
American militaiy power, would it matter if 
the Soviets were strtm^i? Is Reagan’s caD 
for more defense spendingjustacall for more 
“oveAfll?" 

The answers to these questions are not 
simple <x clear-cut, but they have far- 
readung consequences: they involve ques- 
tions of nationd security and sorvival, and 
thi^ affiectforeign and di^estic policy issues 
that foodi foe ih^ of virtimOy all Americans. 

Already, the debate touched off by 
Re^ai^s defense buildup has: 

— Infinenced foe content and diaracter of 
American foreign policy, including the shape 
(rfU.S. arms control proposals, Washington’s 
relations vrifo its European aDies ai^ tlm 
tenor of its dealings with foe Kremlin. 

' — ReUndled cmiflict over defense policy 
between the government and the “peace 
movement,” mid stimulated a nationwide 
campaign for a nudear freeze. 

— Inteoafied fears that incieasiQgty intri- 
cate nudear weapons systems are themselves 
a greater threat to peace and h uman survival 
than foe Soviet forces they were built to 
deter. 

Gone are foe days vriien American nuclear 
m^ht geneiaiHy was seen as a positive force in 
foe wQsld, as vriien President Eisenhoweris 
“midcar bant”.-— hnplidtly threatening to 
use nudear weapons — for^ an end to the 
Korean War and overwhelming U.S. 
superiority as late as 1 962 , forced Moscow to 
ba^ down during the Cuban missOe criris. 
ty contrast, large segments of the 
; European md American populace take no 
coo^at from plans for “restoringf’ the nuc- 
lear balance by adding to and improving the 
.U.S. anenaL Instead many peofile now 
that more weapons make them fed more vul- 
nerable. And this psydiolopcal element has 
vastly complicated foe problems of develop- 
ing nationsd secuii^ policies, even thou^ 
many pecialists believe that it clouds the 
basic issues. 

Yet polk^-makezs cannot ignore the way 
people feel, as Reagan has learned in hb 
battle over his defense budget And 
even the most dispassionate attempt to assess 
the nnUtaiy baluiice between the United 
States and foe Soviet Union is extremely dif- 
ficult because of foe large diverri^ of 
weapons systems in different quantities and 
capabilities on both rides. 

Measuring the balance on offensive 
stiate^ nudear forces alone poses problems 
because it is like comparing ^ples and 
oranges. The Soviet and U.S. forces were 
each designed to attack the other, each care- 
fiiDy tailored to the very different geographi- 
cal, industrial and mflhary characteristics of 
the other. The United States, for instance, 
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developed sopliiscicated nuclear submarines 
in part because — unlike foe Soviet Union — 
it had an abundance good seaports and a 
awaner haid maf p s on which to base ICBMS.

superpower strength because they respond 
fastest (the main U.S. ICBM was named 
Minuteman because it can be launched in 
about one minute) and have the greatest 
accuracy and lefoa^. 

Many qiedalists object to the focus on 
ICBMs, however, because they thinlr that 
approach overemphasizes foe S^et advan- 
tage in this weapon and underplays foe value 
of suTvivable weapons such as submarine- 
launched ballistic missiles, whidi are only 
slightly slower to launch and almost as accu- 
rate. But that does not tell foe entire story. 

The Soviets have an elaborate air defense 
system, for example, including 10,000 
surface-to-air missiles, 2,500 fighter- 
interceptor aircraft and 5,000 radar installa- 
tions. Ilie United States has virtually no air 
defense system. Intruder aircrafr coming over 
foe North Pole are tnvirible to foe aged dis- 
tant early warning (Dew Line) radar system if 
they fiy under 10,000 feet. 

Thus, foe Unit^ States may be more vul- 
nerable to Soviet bombers than Rusria is to 
American B-52S. And U.S. missile systems, 
berides being fewer, are much older than 
Soviet ^ems. Virtually afi 60 Soriet 
misale-firing submarines have been built 
within foe last 10 years, while all but one of 
foe 32 U.S. subs, the new Trident, are more 


than 15 years old. Moreover, foe Soviets have 
more I^Ms, with about three times more 
warheads on them than foe United States. 
Their accuracies are about the same as 
American inissiles but the Soviet ICBM force 
has three times more lethality. 

The Soviets, by targeting two ICBM war- 
beads on each U.S. ^nuteman rilo, could 
theoretically destroy 90 percent of the 
American ICBMs in a surprise attack-., it is 
argued, while the United States, with a much 
simdlei ICBM force, cannot threaten the 
Soviets with a comparable attack, even 
theoretically. 

The result is the so-called “window of vul- 
nerability” for American ICBMs, which 
began in 1981-82 and will extend until new 
U.S. weapons such as foe controversial MX 
are deployed, about 1987 or later. 

Hiore ooDcIusions have been cballengffd 
on t^ hnirai as Well as strategic grounds. Dis- 
putes range from whether U.S. intelligence 
has been misled on Soviet capabilities to why 
Moscow has built iracfa a fonnidable force 
that could be used for a surprise attack. Of 
coarse administration officiris flatly dismiss 
the skepticism about Soviet misrile accuracy 
and in-^ht effects, for example, though 
they refuse to provide evidence to support 
their own estimates on grounds of national 
security. 

Beyond this level of chaige and rebuttaL 
the arguments about “superiority” often 
become subjective, turning from Soviet 
capabilities to Soviet intentions. 

After ah the argnments, foe consensus that 
has emerged within the gwernmeat and 
among many defense spedsdists on foe out- 
side is that foe Ameriran ICBM force has 
become seriously vulnerable and requires 
attention. But not many experts believe that 
the MX is the answer to this problem. Some, 
even contend that “the cure for ICBM vul- 
oerability is worse than the nine$$." And the 
critics point out that five years' work has 
yielded 33 schemes but not one acceptable 
basing plan for the 1^. In ordinary alos it 
win be just as susceptible to a Soviet surprise 
attack as Minuteman. In hardened silos, it 
would become vulnerable as Soviet missile 
accuracy continues to improve. 

There appears, in fact, no way to escape the 
vulnerability of fixed-base ICBMs without 
deception or a missile defense system. Hiding 
each MX missile among empty sHos, how- 
ever, is not only expensive but would prob- 
ably violate foe existing mtegic a^ 
agreements, while constructing a ballistic 
defense would clearly violate those 
agreements, according to some experts. 

The continuing controversy on what to do 
with MX is expected to produce yet another 
presidential plan that will recommend pro- 
ceeding on two tracks: basing some 50 to 100 
MXs in existing Minuteman silos while, at the 
dme, begining development of a small, 
mobile, single-warbead“Midgetman” ICBM 
that would be moved around government 
installations. 

Under such a plan, MX would not solve the 
ICBM vulnerability problem. The Midget- 
man would, but only in the future. By then. 
Trident II deployment would have ea^ the 
Soviet threat, and foe on-going strategic aims 
rednctioD talks (START) may tave reached 
tome first-round agreemenL This means that 
be vaunted “window of vulnerabflit/’ will 
lot have been closed so much as ignor^. 

Moscow has clauned that intcnnediate- 
lange nuclear missiles and nuclear-capable 
aircraft are essentially equal across the Iron 
Curtain, about 1,000 on ewh side. The 
United States claims the Soviets have a 6-1 
advantage. London's Institute for Strategic 


Studies report for 1982-83 broadly supports 
the U.S. position. 

Longer-range missiles in Western Europe, 
too, have become foe measure of eub ade ' s 
strength, with most focus now on Soviet 
deployment of mobile, three-warhead SS- 
20s. The London-based institute counted 
31 S, while the Uiuted Stares says there are 
350, with two-thirds of them targeted on 
West Europe and the rest on ^ina and 
Japan. In addition, the Soviets stiH have 
about 300 of their a^d, sin^-warbead 
S^s and SS-5s, which were decoyed in foe 
late 1950s and early 1960s. 

In contrast, the United States has no such 
missiles. British and French forces total 162 
Tni«g!rile«s, but they are not under NATO 
jurisdiction. West Germany and other 
NATO members, ooncerned about foe politi- 
cal threat from the Soviet SS-20 bi^up, 
asked in 1977 for U.S. weapons to redress tte 
balance. The alliance dedded to depl<^ 108 
Pershing 2 ballistic m i«Qles and 464 winged 
Cndse missiles in West Europe starting in 
December 1983, if Soviet- American negotia- 
tions make no progress toward reducing the 
Soviet force. 

President Reagan fuQy endorsed that ded- 
sion, made by his predecessor. At the same 
time, he proposed the so-called “zero-zero" 


option: canceling deployment of the Pershing 
and Craise missiles, if foe Soviets dismantle 
their missiles m Europe. The iCrftmiin offered 
to cut hs miaaitg force to 162, fous balandng 
them against the British-French frm«, if no 
U.S. missile deployment takes place. Some 
eompronuse between foe two positions is 
considered likely this year. 

Non-nuclear forces also appear to favor 
the Soviets, according to the International 
Institnte for Strategic Stndies. 

Recent U.S. administrations have 
claimed a “mflitaxy spending gap^* between 
foe Umted Stares and foe Soviet Union. Sec- 
retary of Defense Caspar W. Weinberger, 
among others, has bioadfy suggested that the 
Soviets aehiei^ militaiy superiority by out- 
spending foe United States. 

The CIA's estimates of Soviet defense 
spending are criticized for being overty 
generous in calculating Soviet expemditures. 
More questionable, many experts believe, 
has been the way successive administntioos 
bare used those estimates to seO their bigger 
defense bud^ts to Congress and the public. 
But in the end, foe criticism of spending esti- 
mares does not affect the amount of Soviet 
weapons ooonted by U.S. reconnaissance and 
satellites. And in the volume of weapons 
deployed, there is no denying the feet that 
overall parity eadsts in balancsng the strategie 
nudear weaponry of the Soviet Union and 
foe United States, except for significant 
Soviet superiority in foe ICBM leg of the 

triad. Soviet nu^ar superiority ahn exists 
across the Iron Curtain, thawirc largely to the 
new SS-20$. 

Restoring the balance with the MX ICBM 
and the Pershing 2 and Cruise missile 
deployments, respectively, wonid do both 
more, and less, than even up the score. The 
MX would pose a greater ICBM surprise 
attack threat to the Soviets than now exists 
but probably will not end the vutoerabOity of 
the U.S. ICBM force. 

The Pershing 2 ballistic inissiles wiD bring 
Russian command and ccmtiol centers within 
eight to 10 minutes flight time, posing a qual- 
itatively more urgent threat tbui at present, 
without persuading most Etnopeans that 
they are safer from nudear war. But more 
and better missiks, like the MX and Pershing 
2, run bead-on into psychological fears that 
auclear weapons are more foreatening to 
peace than &>viet aggression, however. This 
poses a qualitatively new dilemma for foe 
West in which nuclear weapons btrilC to deter 
enemies no longer reassure friends or even all 
of one own's countrymen. 

Resolving that dilemma. Professor How- 
ard wrote, is a chaPei^ “that wiD confront 
statesmen and strategists for the rest of this 
century.” 


Europe views the issue 
in stark political terms

BONN (WF) ^ A bard consensus that a 
new generation of American nudear missiles 
win begin to go into Western Europe this year 
is eniergiiig among leading defense and arms 
control officials in Boon, London and Paris, 
who feel that neither scroog Soriet efforts to 
derail the deployment nor the Soviet- 
Ameiican negotiations in Geneva can now 
halt the movement toward initial deploy- 
ment. 

Fox many of these officials, the diief ques- 
tion quickly has become the price the coun- 
tries that accept the missUes will have to i»y 
in ervQ unrest. The stark pewng of this ques- 
tion has shifted foe debate over the de^oy- 
ment of ground-launched Cruise and Fttsh- 
iug n missiles to a much deeper level in 
Europe than the current dUcosson in 
Washington over whether, or when. Presi- 
dent Reagan vnQ move away from his open- 
ing negotiating positiou of the zero option. 

The Reagan proposal calls for canceling 
American deployment in reeuxn for Soviet 
agreement to dbmantle foe mediuin-range 
missiles that the Russians bare targeted on 
Western Europe. The differences in the tone 
and topic of the debate on each ade of foe 
Atlantic reflect a far more fundamental dif- 
ference between European and American 
policy-makers over the nature of the Soviet 
threat and the best ways to counter it. senior 
Brirish, West German, French and Italian 
officials suggested in interviews conducted in 
allied capitals this month. 

The lingering vivid image in Europe of a 
trigger-happy. nucleaT-armed Reagan 
administration poses as much of an immedi- 
ate problem Cot these offidals as does foe 
demonstrable Soviet militaiy buildup oa 
their borders. There is a rising tide of concern 
in Britain and West Germany in particular 
that roils a deep reservoir of doubts, criticism 
and offended pride not adding up to “anti- 
Americanism” but caOing into question 
American undecstandh:^ of European prob- 
lems. 

“We are negotiating vnth public opinioD 
over this deployment,” a British official said 
hi a remark echoed strongly in Bonn and to a 
lesser extent in Paris, “and that is at least as 
bard and as important as the ne^tiations the 
Americansareconductingwitfatbe Russians. 

The primary concern in Bonn and London 
at the moment is minimizing foe civfl distur- 
bance that de{^ynreat may being as the 
anti-missile movement retains to streets 
this spring and summer. The twin fear is that 
the Russians are puzsiimg a strategy at 
Geneva designed to maxinuze these disnir- 
bances, and that hard-line ^aganhes are 
playing into Soviet bands by the contiiming 
demonstration, in this view, of caDousness 
and confusion on arms control. 

President Reagan's quick letuia to anti- 
Soviet rhetoric — seen by many beie as 
overly bellicose — in the wake of Helmut 
KohTs victory in the March 6 national elec- 
tions in West Germany has posed the prob- 
lem of public reaction even more acutely for 
many offidals, who fear foat Iteagan Is read- 
ing foe German results as having settled a 
public opinion batde that, for them, has only 
started. 


These offidals acknowledge that Kohrs 
triumph has strongly reinfoiced the likeU- 
bood that Pershing II missiles wiD be 
deployed on schedule in December in West 
Germany and the first Cruise missiles will be 
made operational in Britain and Italy about 
foe same time. But it also introduces new 
dimensions to tbe issue that they fear are not 
apparent to policy-makers in Washington. 

Tbe deep^ level of debate here is over 
Soviet intentions. Rarely voiced publicly, 
there is a serious view that bolds that foe 
Soviet Union has little interest in xeaebing an 
interim agreement at Geneva that would 
allow tbe United States to begin deployment 
of tbe two new missiles while establishiDg a 
mutually balanced celling fox medhim-isnge 
rockets cm tetb sides. 

In this analysis, the first deployment is not 
tbe end of tbe fight for puUic opinioo, but tbe 
real b^mning. Reagan’s public utterances 
and negotiating stance sboirid be finely tuned 
to easing tbe conditions of deployment, say 
officials dismayed by tbe confusion and con- 
tJoreisy surrounding the sudden firing of 
Eugeoe Rostow and tbe Dommation of Ken- 
neth L. Adelman to replace him at tbe arms 
Control and Disarmament Agen^, and by 
the severe White House reacrion to Ambas- 
sador ^ul Nitze's “walk in tbe wood^’ out- 
side Geo^a with Soviet negotiator Yuli 
KvitansI^ last July. 

During foat discussioii, Nitze momentarily 
shelved tbe zero option idea and put forward 
on bis own a propel that would tore fimited 
each side to 75 missOe launchers. Kvitsinsky 
indicated interest, and according to some 
reports, tbe two worked out an idea that 
would bare sub^nited accelerated deploy- 
mut of tbe slower-moving Cruise missO^ 
for tbe Pbisbing II in West Germany. 

Tbe idea was quickly disowned by both the 
Kremlin and tbe White House. But tbe “walk 
is tbe wood” formula has become a symbol 
for European officials of tbe shape of the 
most iike^ agreement tint could be obtained 
at Geneva.

U.K. missile drama 


nearing grand finale

GREENHAM COMMON, England (WP) 
— Astride tbe bairen, muddy flatland of this 
40-year-old air base, a massive load of con- 
crete and steel is being molded into six shel- 
ters for tbe Duelear-armed Cruise missiles 
that wiU begin arriving later this year. 

“The client takes possession of foe first 
shelter in June,” said a British government 
engineer, archly referring to the U.S. Air 
Fb^’s SOlst tactical mis^ wing that wiD be 
manning the weapons. 

The occasioD for his comment was tbe visit 
here last week of Defense Minister Michael 
Hesehine, who donned a bard hat and 
camonflage field jacket over his pin-stripe 
suit to trek through the site in a pubUc display 
of Britain's commitment to the missiles. With 
reporters and cameras in tow, Heseltine left 
no doubt that tbe Thatcher govenunent is, as 
be put h. “resolute” in its belief foat deploy- 
ment should proceed unless the Soviets agree 
to dismantle their medium-range SS-20s 
targeted on Western Europe. 

Attention to the political debate over U.S. 
negotiating positions and popular protests 
against the new generation of auclear 
weapons has tended to overshadow the fact 
that in Britain, at least, preparations to accept 
the missiles are proceeding apace. For afl the 
emotional impact of the Greenbam Common 
women's peace camp pitched just beyond tbe 
base’s security fence, the deployment they so 
bitterly oppose will be an established fact in a 
matter of months. 

“For many people Greenbam Common 
has become a symbol.’' Heseltine declared in 
recognition of the women's celebrity. “For 
me too it is a symbol a symbol of NATO's 
determination to ensure tbe continuing suc- 
cess of its policy of deteTTence.” 

Because opinioo polls show a majority of 
the British public opposed to tbe siting of tbe 
subsonic mobile Cruise missiles in Britain, 
Prime Minister Margaret lliatcber has 
ordered Heseltine, who became defense 
minister in January, to mount an all-out 
effort to gain support for tbe weapons buil- 
dup. 

Barely a week after moving from the 
department of foe environment to defense, 
Heseltine was appearing on televtsioo argu- 
ing on behalf of the Cruise missiles. He set up 
a special secretariat 19 whhin his department 
to coordinate government efforts to counter 
the anti-nuclear movement, and meets regu- 
larly whb an inteTdepartmental public rela- 
tions group to determine further strategy. 

In meetings frith reporters, articles in 
newspapers and speeches on tbe stump and in 
parDameDt, Heseltine has refined his case. 
He uses the now standard NATO formula- 
tion endorsing President Reagan's zero 
option as an ultimate objective wMIe expres- 
sing willingness to consider any other prop- 
osals, as he put it this week, “provided there 
is a balance and no phony counting.” 

“We bare made it cle» foat the end of 
1983 is not tbe deadline for negotiations,” his 
text for tbe Greenbam Common visit con- 
tinued, “we are quite pirepared at a later stage 
to halt or reverse deplojroent if progress (in 


tbe negotiations with Moscow) warrants it.” 

Notwithstanding these expressions of flex- 
ibility, Heseltine is adamant that no amonnt 
of protests by what be contends is an unrepre- 
sentative fraction of the British public win 
deter the govemment from the deployment 
program. A substantial majority of tbe popu- 
lation has consistently supported tbe gov- 
ernment’s defense polities, Heseltine con- 
tends, and skepticism about Cruise missiles' 
can be overcome by explaining why they are 
necessaty. 

Heseltine and other government spokes- 
men even see progress for their position in 
tbe widespread calls from across the political 
spectrum for a “dual key” on tbe missiles, 
giving Britain a physical means of restraining 
tbe U.S. from firing tbe warheads. He asserts 
that long-standing agreements with the 
United States already ensure that use of the 
weapons is subject to a “joint decision” pro- 
cess between Washington and London. By 
discussing those procedures, he says, critics 
are acknowledging that the missiles are 
necessary. 

In any event, Heseltine believes the dual 
key controversy is primarily a ploy intended 
to find grounds for putting pressure on tbe 
gOvenimeL “If they got dual key,” he said. 
“They’d shift the argoment to something 
else.” 

Tbe effectiveness of Heseltine's efforts to 
counter tbe anti-nuclear movement will get a 
major test over the upcoming national holi- 
day. The campaign for auclear disarmament, 
continuing a practice foat dates from tbe 
early 1960s, is planning marches and demon- 
strations around the country, joined by sup- 
porters of the Greenbam ^mmon peace 
camp. One of tbe biggest demonstrations is to 
be a 14-mile human chain of about 40,000 
people stretching from here to the Burgbfield 
Royal Ordnance Factory where nuclear 
weapons are made. 

i^ked to comment on these plans, Hesel- 
tine said, “they are masterminded by a smaU 
group of politicaDy motivated people using 
bi^pxof^ techniques” to attract publicity. 
“But that,” be added, “doesn’t make their 
case any stronger.” 

After inspecting tbe construction of the 
concrete shelters — known as garages — 
where tbe missiles are to be boused, Hesel- 
tine told reporters be was not yet satisfied 
with securi^ around tbe base’s nine-mile 
perimeter. In tbe last week of December 
dozens of women from tbe camp scaled the 
10-foot chain link fence and dmced atop a 
building site for 40 minutes before they were 
remov^ by police. 

Tbe first 16 of an eventual total of 96 mis- 
siles are to be flown in from the Uiuted States 
as soon as their garage is ready in June. Once 
made operational in December, they wiD be 
mounted on mobile “transporter erector 
laimebers” designed to be dispersed into tbe 
countryside in tbe event of war. To protect 
tbe shelters from tbe most determined 
intnidezs, a system of alarms and specially 
designed barbed wire obstacles are being 
installed. 

As for Heseltine, he left Greenbam Com- 
mon, as be bad come, by helicopter.

Crisis grips capitalism 

BUENOS AIRES, Maidi 30 (A ^ncies ) — Capitalism is in crisis, the world is on its way 
back to trade pro te ctionism, and the heart of an the trouble is, as usual, the United States, 
tbe Group of 77 developmg nations was told here. 

The warning came Tuesday from veteran Ar^ntine economist Raul Prebisch, 86, an 
active frgiue in inter-American economic bodies and a senior United Nations official 

He was addressing delegates from the Group of 77, a multinational body which aims at 
foigjng concerted action ton developing nations during meetings of tbe UJ^. Conference 
for Trade and Development (UNCTAD). 

Prebiscb charged that tbe “violeot restriction of credits and tbe sudden increase in U.S. 
customs duties bas rapidly deployed the multilateral system of trade and ps^ents.” 

Ifo said world economic expansion was slowly turning into depression, and that ±e 
current economic criris was behig aggravated by import cutbacks on tbe pan of countries 
^ting mounting unemploymmit. 

The center- all this trouble, Prebisch said, was tbe United States, where anti- 
inflatumist policies had sparked off tbe ftronomy recession that subseqitently spread to tbe 
rest of the world. . . . 

In an uninterrupted two-bour mainfy to goveiiunent ministers and top officials 

from Africa and the elderfy economist warned that the crisis would hang beavfiy over 

the UNCTAD oonforenoe in Belgrade next June. 

He added that tbe major centers of the world were gradually distancing themselves tom 
interaatioaal free market forces, and attacked “outdated fonaulas” for figbt^ inflation. 

Prelrisch also hammexed Waritington's credit restrictions and “too-high” interest rates, 
which he said resulted in shrinkinp economies and growing unemployment. 

He caDed for a long postponement — more than 20 years — in the payment of tbe Third 
World’s Smign debte and a big drop in tiie incerest rates applied to these debts. 

“A program of adequate prolongation of terms and a strong decline in interest rates 
seenu to me an act of frmdatnental precaution. No matter bow much (economic) recovery 
may take place in tbe central oonntries, it is unimagina ble that heavily endebted countries 
continue getting deeper into debt to make heavy service payments or shrink their

With virtually no hard currency left for 
Tanzania to repay its substantial overseas 
loans as a result of a drastic fall in ejqxntSy 
Nyerere sees no way his country can pontitase 
much-needed materials for even a limited 
number of development projects. 

This suggestion appeal to have had a 
sympathetic reception from the Chinese, 
wh^ accumulated trade surfdus for the 
whole of Africa in the first half of 1982 was 
$500 miBioa. 

Only six days later, Kenyan President 
Daniel Arap Moi met a delegation of Ameri- 
can OTOgressmen in Nairobi to discuss

Shwlrh All Al-Kbalifa declared at a heated 
pariiaxncntaiy inquisitioD. He said the deci- 
sion, which denies the Kuwaiti-owned Santa 
Fe Cbmpany access to federally owned ter- 
ritories, may have been prompted by high 
profitalrilf^ in the oil and gas exploration 
sector. “Therefore the U-S. government 
wants to deprive us of such profits.” 

“The decision may (also) have a political 
aim, to bar Kuwaiti investments from leading 
to the establishment of a base for direct polit- 
ical isSnence” on U.S. poticymaldng, he 
added. Die minisier, who has stated that 
Watf s dectsKHi would touch only on one per- 
cept ot land awtilable to Santa Fe in the 
Unifed. States was speaking to angry 
deputies wiKK^ed for “shifting of Kuwaiti 
-mvestment^ away from the U.S. marker. ■ 

There have been reports in tbe Arab press 
that Kuwait purchased the Santa Fe company 


late in 1981, at $2.4 bfllioo, only on the basis 
of assurances that federally owned lands 
would be made available for oil and mineral 
exploration. \^th Watt’s decision, these 
reports claim, Kuwait stands to lose as a 
result of the Santa Fe deal.

Bangladesh gets 
%73m IMF loan 


WASHINGTON. March 30 (AP) — Tlie 
Internationa] Monetary Fund annoiinoed a 
loan of over $73 million Tuesday to Banglad- 
esh. It already owes tbe fond about $382 
mfllioD. 

Bangladesh was bard hit by a fen in the 
price of jute, its major export, and tbe high 
price of tbe oil it has had to import in recent 
years. Its goveiiunent has promised to cut 
infiation to 12 percent this year, from 16 
percent, to reduce tbe big gap between its 
foreign sales and purchases and to seek an 
economic growth rate of three percent a year. 


Developing nations need %90b 
for growth by *85, UNCTAD says 


GENEVA, March 30 (Agencies) — 
Developing countries w31 ne^ an estimated 
$90 bil&)o by 1985 to stop a slide to stagna- 
tion and restore eooiuxnic growth, a United 
Nations report said Wednesday. 

The U.N. Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD) said in tbe ^port 
it had revised hs emergen^ proposals, pub- 
lished earlier this year, to channel $70 biflion 
to the Third World and was now putting for- 
ward, a $90 bflUoD plan. Desp^ signs of 
resumption of growth in market economies, 
developing countries* output was likely to fall 
in 1983 for the third y^ in a row, UNCTAD 
said. This was a situation not experiraced in 
the Third World since the great depression, it 
added. 

UNCTAD said S90 biflion was ireeded for 
developing countries to reach an annual five 
percent growth on average during 1984- 
1985. The plan wfll be presented to a 154- 
nation UNCTAD conference ia Belgrade In 
June. 

Tbe report reiterated proposal made ear- 
lier this year, including a call to the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) to sell off a sig- 
nificant proportion of its gold stocks to help 
rescue Thiid World countries from cash shor- 
tage. Other proposed measures included an 
increase in aid by developed countries to 
readi more than the 0.7 percent target set by 
the United Nations. 

Tbe UNCTAD report said the expected 
recovery in industrialized countries would 
not be enough to boost exports frmn the 
Third Worid. Tbe report identified heavy 
pressure on Third WoM nations’ balance 
payments as the main stumbling block for 
growth. Tbe outlook for growth in major 
West European countries was bleak, aga^ 
a general background of uncerfointy, it 
add^. 


Even in the United States; de^te increas- 
ing signs that an acceleratfon of activity was 
imminent, h was too early to say whether this 
would be significant, UNCTAD said. 

The report also said only about half the aid 
pledged to the worM's36 poorest countries in 
1981 wifl actually have been paid out by 
198s. It said that the developed countries 
were falling fer short of the fudges they 
made at a special conference in Paris in Sep- 
tember 1981. 

At that time, they agreed — with a few 
exceptions — either to double their aid to the 
least developed nations or to raise the 
amountof aidtoatleastO.15 percent of gross 
national product 

This would have enabled the least 
developed nations to double their gross 
nation^ product during the 1980s, with total 
aid of $14 biflion in 1W5, the report noted. 
However, statistics indicated that public aid 
to development of tbe poorest nations had 
actually diminished in real terms. The situa 
tioQ was all the more alarming in that export 
income of the least developed nations had 
dropped from $7.4 to $6.6 billion, the report 
said 

Four industrialized nations — Denmark, 
the Netherlands, Norway and Sweden — and 
fouroil-produciDg countries — Saudi Arabia. 
Kuwait, Qatar and the United Arab Emirates 
— earmarked more than 0.15 percent of the 
gross national product for development aid in 
1982, the report retailed. 

Some countries, including the United 
States, New Zealand and the Socialist bloc 
countries of Europe, made no commitment. 
But other countries followed the UNCTAD 
guidelines, and among these were West 
Germany (0.12 percent of gross national 
product), France (0.119 percent), Britaiif 
(0.112 percent) and Japan (0.051 percent). 


French travel agents, police clash 


PARIS, Match 30 (AP) -- Angry travel 
agents scuffled with Freah geudannes Wed- 
nesday as they tried to force their way into the 
Ministry of Hoance to protest new currency 
regulations that limit foreign trareL 
Shouting, “get out, Mitterrand” and

agents and other demonsecators knocked 
down crowd-control barriers and pushed 
aside tbe police guarding tbe ministry before 
being driven back with chibs.

JEDDAH, March 30 — The dollar sUp- 
ped back sli^tly on the ««ehanga markets 
Wednesday due to profit-taking sales and 
an almost lethargic maricet prior to the Eas- 
ter holidays. Domestically, the Saudi Ara- 
bian Monetary ^eney (SAMA) changed 
the parity of the riyai / dcrflar exchange rate 
to 3.4500 from 3.4400as the domestic com- 
mercial bank’s dollar buying rate from 
SAMA. The new commerdal counter to tbe 
public wilJ be 3A542. The SAMA pari^ 
move was the first one for this year with the 
last change (from 3.4300 to 3.400) being 
carried out in June of last year. 

The markets took the news calmly and 
there was no noticeable increase in volumes 
traded, but some short-tenn rises in riyai 
deposit rates was seen. On the whole, the 
lack of parity changes by SAMA has bMo a 
key e tahiliring factor during the past few 
months which has avoided qpecolative pres- 
sures being built up. The Wednesd^ move 
has caught virtually everyone by surprise in 
the Kingdom’s banking community as well 
as tbe Bahrain-based offshore banking 
units. 

In Europe Wednesday, the dollar fell 
back against all the major currencies but tbe 
fells were relativety smaD and mostly due to 
profit taking and did not represent a fun- 
damental shift in the markers attitude 
toward tbe American currency. The British 
pound remained shal^ at the 1.4570 levels 
with the Bank of England hardly interfering 
to support tbe currency. The Eurodollar 
deposit markets were stfll key operators on 
Wednesday with Eurodollar rates remain- 
ing finn at 9 9/1 6 percent for the one-month 
tenor and 9 15/16 - 10 percent levels for the 
one-year period.

According to Said, Mubarak during bis 
visit to Japan, which starts April S, will seek 
more joint investment projects and an 
increase in trade.

CINCINNATI, Ohio. March 30 (AP) — A 
state appeals court Tuesday denied boxer 
Aaron Ivor's request to let him defend his 
World Boxing Association (WBA) junior 
welterweight title this weekend without his 
manager's approval. 

The 1st Ohio District (jouit of Appeals 
turned down Pryor's request for a partial stay 
• of a lower-ooiuit order that Pryor must get the 
permission of manager Buddy Larosa before 
fighting Korean Sang-Hyun Kim this Satur- 
day in Atlantic Gty, New Jersey. The two- 
sentence decision simply said that Pryor's 
request “is not well-taken" and is denied. 

Pryor's attorney, Thomas Conlan, had 
asked the court to let the fight proceed and 
have the contract dispute settled afterward. 
Pryor is trying to get out of his contract with 
Laiosa. A fuU hearing on Pryor's attempt to 
break his contract with Larosa has not yet 
been scheduled. 

Judge William R. Matthews, Hamilton 
County Common Pleas Court, earlier ruled 
that while the case remained in dispute, Pryor 
must get approval for the fight from Laiosa. 
Larosa's attorney has refused to grant per- 
mission. 

Conlan argued that Pryor arranged the 
mandatory title defense because Lai^ had 
not. The fight was to pay Piyor $350,000. 
Larosa, in an affidavit to the Appeals Court 
last week, said Lan^ had notified Pryor that 
Larosa had three offers to promote the fight. 

Kenneth Seibel, Larosa's lawyer, said Lar- 
osa bad received no response from Pryor. 
Larosa also said the WBA never indicated 
Pryoc would be stripped of his championship 
if be feQed to fight Kim on Saturday. 

Meanwhile, the World Boxing Council 
(WBC) said it had turned down a reuqest by 


promoter Don King to allow a boxing card 
that featured both champion Larry 

Holmes and WBA heavyweight titleholder 
Mike Dokes. 

The council said in a statement that its 
board voted 1 9-2 against the request because 
the presence of the two champions on the 
same boxing card would cause “enormous 
confusion" in the public regarding the council

Tbe WBC believes that both organizations 
“can be good for the world's professional 
boxing,'' the council said. “What the WBC 
seeks is to clarify the confusion.” Tbe council 
noted that each organization has different 
regulations on boxing matches. 

“If both oiganizations arrived at a clear 
understanding on regulations, tbe WBC 
would not object because tbe confusion 
would be reduc^ to a minimum,” the council 


said. The statement said King wanted to 
promote a match between Holmes and Tim 
Whiterspoon, the WBCs third-ranking 
heavyweight contender, and a defense by 
Dokes against Mike Weaver on the same card 
May 20, -

FIFA gives Los Angeles the nod 


ZURICH, Switzerland. March 30 (AP) — 
The Internat jona l Federation of Football 
Associations, FIFA said Tuesday the road is 
clear for sta^g the 1984 Olympic Soccer 
Tournament aJUtough the eligibility prob- 
lems were not yet resolved. 

FIFA Secretary General Sepp Blatter said 
in a statement that '‘there are no more obsta- 
cle^' to staging tbe games after Los Angeles 
organizers had met “all conditions regarding 
quality of the playing grounds” and the 
International Olyrdpic Committee. IOC had 
approved a decentralized solution.” 

Hiis referred to plans to have the games 
played in Los Angeles, San Francisco, ^lon 
and Baltimore. Blatter also said that the 
organizers had agreed to live TV transmis- 
sion of 20 of the 32 games. But he pointed out 
that IOC and FIFA still had to meet again 
because they could not a^ee on tbe eligibility 


rules. FIFA President Joao Havelaoge said at 
New Delhi on Monday tbat tHe |»oblems 
“will be definitely solv^’ at a meeting in 
April. 

The quailing rounds of tbe Olympic 
tournament have already started, with play- 
ers under 23 taking part regardless of 
whether they are professionals or amateurs. 
These games are played under FIFA rules 
which make no discinctioa betireen the two 
categories. 


Meanwhile. Richard Pound, the heading 
figure among the youngpr memben of the 
IOC said the Olympic movement must go 
back CO basic principles.

Stolen Shergar feared dead 


LONDON. March 30 (Agencies) — Lord 
Derby, one of tbe owners of stolen racehorse 
Shergar, has said be has given up hope of ever . 
seeing him alive again. 

Tbe world's most valuable stalUon was 
kidnapped early on Feb. 9 from the Aga 
Khan's BaDymany Stud in tbe Republic of 
Ireland and has not been seen since. 


Lord Derby, a member of tbe consortium 
which owns Shergar with a 750,000- pound 
($112,000) share in tbe horse, said Wednes- 
day, **I have given up all hope of seeing him 
aiire again. I bad two mares waiting to go to 
stud by him. but now 1 have made other 
arrangements to have them covered.” 

He went on to say tbat be tbougbt tbe 
kidnappers were not really interest^ in a 
ransom. Shortly after Shergar went missing a 
ransom of two mfllion pounds was demanded 
by an anonynsons telephone caller. But since 
then and despite a massive police search, no 
more has been beard. 


”We have no idea where be is or what 
happened to him. Our inquiries have not 
beu very successful,” a spokesman for the 
Irish polire said. 


Meanwbfle, a further 1.5 million pounds 
($2.1 8 million) is needed to secure the future 
of tbe Grand National, tbe world’s most fom- 
ous steeplechase, organizers of tbe fund- 
raising campaign said Tuesday. 

“The next two weeks when the Grand 
National is on everyone's minds is critical to 
tbe appieal,” said Lord Vestey, chairman of 
the fund-raising body set up by tbe Britain's 
Jockey Qub, wbicb runs horseracing in this 
country. '‘We want everyone to puU out all 
the stops.”

Helicopters and small planes used the air- 
field to bring weapons, aromunition and 
other supplies to the rebel forces, Bo^ said. 

The insurgents also osed an air&ld in Hon- 
duran teiriioiy, he added, but stressed that 
the airfield that was bombed was in 
Nicaragua.

Spain, Morocco 
improve relations 

MADRID, March 30 (R) — Spanish offi- 
cials said Wednesday Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez had achieved a breakthrough in 
relations with nei^boring Morocco daring a 
two-day visit. The officials said, with evident 
satisfaction, that Morocco bad not raised 
formally its daims to tbe two Spanish North 
African enclaves of Ceuta and Mefilla. 

The prime minister’s taiirg with King Has- 
san and Moroccan government offidafr have 
cleared tbe air on a number of contentions 
issues, they added. 

But in Rabat a high-ranking government 
souice said Moroccan daims to & enclaves 
were discussed daring tbe vtsh. At a news 
conference before returning to Madrid Tues- 
day night, Gonzalez said tbe Moroccan 
antfaorities “had tbe delicaty not to mention 
the issue” daring his stay, but the Moroccan 
source said tbe Spamsh minister meant it was 
not raentioned in public. 

“We do not {xactice an ostxicb-like policy. 
The problem exists and must be faced. But we 
discussed it without thumping the table,” the 
Moroccan source said. Morocco has linked 
Ceuta and Melilla with Madrid's sovereignty 
dsdms over Gibraltar, the British colony at 
Spain's southern tip, and indicated it will 
press claims formally if Spain recovers the 
rock colony. 

Last month tbe Arab Parh'amentary Union 
meeting in Rabat adt^ed a resolution urging 
Sp^ to enter into negotiations for tbe resto- 
ration of Moroccan sovereignty over Ceuta 
and Melilla. Moroccan ofiidalssaid talks 
would resume very shortly in Madrid to con- 
clude a long-term cooperation accord bet- 
ween Spain and Morocco. 

Gonzalez said his visit was part of Spanish 
moves to establish balanced relations with all 
parts of the North African area. 


Kohl’s coalition has two new faces 


BONN, March 30 (Agencies) — Sixteen 
cabinet ministers were sworn in Wednesday 
before the Bundestag, the Gennan paiiia- 
ment, in a ceremony marking the definitive 
start of the second administration of Chancel- 
lor Helmut KohL 

KohTs government, made up of eight 
Christian Democrats, &e Christian Sodalists 
and three liberals, differed in only two 
instances from the cabinet that was in place 
prior to tbe country’s March 6 elections. The 
new faces were chose of Christian Socialist 
Ignaz Kiechle, agriculture minister, and 
Sodal Democrat Heinrich Windeleo, minis- 
ter inter-German relations. 

But there have been no changes in the key 
ministries. Hans Dietrich-Geoscher and 
Otto Lambsdorff, of the liberal Free Democ- 
ratic Party, remain the foreign affairs and 
economy ministers. Christian Democrats 
Gerhard Stoltenberg and Manfred Woerner 
retain their posts as ministers of finance and 
the interior, while Friedrich Zinunermann, a 
Christian Socialist, stays on at the Interior 
Ministiy. 

As they did Tuesday during KohTs 
swearing-in ceremony, the pacifist, ecology- 
oriented “Green^' Party, which won par- 
liamentary seats for the first time in the 
March 6 elections, chose to boycott Wednes- 
day’s proceedings. 

In economic aCfoirs, the center-right coali- 
tion is committed to budgetary austerity, 
expansion and growth throu^ increased pri- 
vate investment, and to refraining from 
imposing new taxes. 

la foreign affairs, by contrast, tbe policy is 
far less well-defined and the leaders of the 
ruling coalition must snU meet to arrive at a 
common poation.

In a thumbnail analysis of the Kingdom's 
development, Algosaibi said that “circums- 
tances that are ripe for development on a 
large scale do not come every day.” It was to 
seize this “historical chance” that tbe King- 
dom undertook its very ambitious plans in 
197S-80 while the financial resources were 
available. 

Algosaibi described tbe years *75-80 of tbe 
Second Five-Year Development Plan as “the 
go-go phase in which we just went at tre- 
mendous speed with our industry, towns and 
infrastructure.” He said it is now time for a 
period of slowing down and claimed this 
should have been inevitable regardless of the 
situation. 

Now most of our infrastructure — elec- 
trification, ports and road systems — is in 
(dace and development will proceed at a 
slower rate from now on. 

“This is no revelation,” said Algosaibi, 
who claimed as much in a lecture two years 
ago. “AO of'us knew that production of 10 
million bpd or 9, or 8, or 7 miDion was sus- 
tainable only for a short- period of time.” 

It is impossible to predict exactly what will 
happen to the oil market over the next 


decade, tbe minister said. “You could make 
an encyclopedia of the predictions in oil that 
have gone haywire. The only one who was 
right about oil was tbe one who kept his 
mouth shut throughout.” 

Algosaibi cited statistics showing how the 
Kingdom has “telescoped SOyears into five.” 

“In industry, we went from less than 
SR300 million invested in 1975 to SR26 bil- 
lion over a span of less than eight years. In 
electricity, we slatted in 1974-75 with 1300 
megawatts, now we have over7^00. In hous- 
ing, more than 300,000 units we're built in the 
years of tbe Second Plan. There have been 
900,000 new telephone lines installed. In 
education, we now have more than 1 Va mil- 
lion boys and 700,000 girls in school and now 
each village is demanding more and more 
girls schools. 

"Manpower programs are thriving, with 
over 4,000 mining at ARAMCO and 2,000 
at SABIC. Our technical institutes are full, 
and people are enlisting in our medical train- 
ing racilities. There is now a growing realiza- 
tion that a university education is not the only 
route,” said Algosaibi, who has long advo- 
cated the need for more Saudi Arabian tech- 
nicians and craftsmen. -
